RELEASED FROM DUTY

Secret Service and High Officials in Washing- 


ton Heard Reports of 


Irregularities and Or- 


dered Inquiry—Shriner Not at Office 
Or at His Home. 





A shortage of between $5000 and $6000 has been discovered in 
the office of Charles F. Gallenkamp, Surveyor of the Customs in 


St. Louis. 


Chief Deputy Clerk A. F. Shriner, in whose depart- 


ment the shortage is said to have been found, has_ been relieved 
from duty for 10 days, pending the completion of the investigation 


of the books. 


Neither Mr. Gallenkamp (nor Mr. 
Shriner was in the office in the Federal 
Building Wednesday morning when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called. I' was 
stated at Mr. Shriner’s‘home, 6470 Plym- 
outh avenue, that he was not in. 

A secret investigation, conducted by a 
committee from Washington, has been 
in progress for several days. The com- 
mittee went over the accounts of the 
Surveyor’s office. According to reliable 
information the committee has found 
that between $5000 and $6000 is missing. 

Worked Under /Akins. 

Mr. Shriner was formerly secretary of 
the Republican State Committee, serv- 
ing in that capacity while Thomas J. 
‘Akins, now United States Subtreasurer, 

Was chairman of the committee. He is 
well Known In Republican circles, and 
js & protege of Congressman Bartholdt. 

Mr. Gallenkamp.is also prominent in 
Republican politics. He lives at Union, 
Mo., and has been Surveyor of Customs 
in St. Louls for several.years. He was 
formerly Probate Judge of Franklin 
County. 

Secret Service Heard Rumors. 

It has been rumored at the Federal 
building for several days that there was 
a shortage somewhere in the office of 
the Surveyor of Customs. The investi- 
gation has been conducted with the 
greatest possible secrecy, and high offi- 
clals in Washington are said to have 
been interested in keeping it from be- 
coming known. 

The secret service department, while 
taking no active part in the investiga- 
tion of the accounts of Mr. Shriner, has 


known of the rumors of a shortage for 
several days. 

Mr. Shriner has not been at his post 
of duty in Mr. Gallenkamp's office for 
ebout a week. It had been given out 
that he was away on a vacation. In 
answer to a tepehone inquiry someone 
at Mr. Shriner’s home said that he was 
in the city, but would not be at home 
until late this afternoon. 


Gallenkamp’s Statement. 

Surveyor Gallenkamp said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: ‘If there is a short- 
age in this department it will not 
amount to $6000. I cannot say what the 
amount may be. I am conducting. an in- 
vestigation of the affairs of my office, 
which includes, of course, Mr. Shriner’s 
department. 

“It would be unfair to say now that 
any employe of this office is under sus- 
picion. Mr. Shriner was granted a 
leave of absence last Friday and I do 
not expect him to return to the office 
for several days. 

“All of the facts to be developed by 
this inquiry will not be known for a 
week, and of course I cannot tell now 
what the investigation will show. 

“IT am being assisted in the investiga- 
tion by officials of the customs depart- 
ment, but they are not from Washing- 
ton.” 

Mr. Gallenkamp expressed _ surprise 
that it had become known that he was 
making an investigation of his office. 
Mr. Shriner was cashier of the office 
until a year ago, when he was made 
chief clerk at a salary of $2500 a year. — 








M’KEE MARRIED 
TOSAVE WIDOW’'S 
HONOR, 1S CHARGE 


PARIS, March 18.—Hart McKee an 
swered his wife's recent attack on him 
in the divorce court here with counter 
accusations today of falsehood, cruelty 
and unfaithfulness. 

Maitre Labori, his attorney, opened 
with a demand for the rejection of Mrs. 
McKee’s divorce petition and for the 
granting of McKee's petition, not 
alone for a legal separation, but ¢for 
the custody of their child. 

The lawyer denied every charge made 
. by Mra. McKee against her husband. 

Maitre Labori made counter charges 
of a most scandalous character against 
the wife, declaring’ that McKee mar- 
ried her to save her honor and assert- 
ing that if the court granted a divorce 
it should pronounce in favor of the de- 
fendant and not in that of the plaintiff. 

Mrs. McKee is a daughter of George 
W. Baxter of Tennessee. She was the 
widow of Hugh Tevis at the time of 
her marriage to Mr. McKee in Phila- 
delphia in January, 19065, 

McKee's counsel dwelt on the fact 
that Mrs. McKee and Lord Roslyn were 
at the Hotel Metropole at Folkestone 
at the same time in 1904, and asserted 
that when her engagement to McKee 
was announced, Roslyn wrote express- 
ing his grief. In this, Labor! professed 
to sec a questionable incident. He also 
mentioned an Italian marquis as an- 
other co-respondent. 





JUDGE ACTS 10 
ANNUL DIVORCE 
UF TRAUNMILL

Action looking to the annulment of the 
divorce granted Mrs. Joseph F. 
miller of St. Louis at Rella, Mo., last 
fall, was begun in the Phelps County 
Circuit Court at Rolla Wednesday by 
Circuit Judge Woodside. 

Judge Woodside appointed Stephen N. 
Lorts, Prosecuting Attorney of Phelps 
County, as guardian ad litem for the 
husband, Joseph F. Traunmiller, and 
ordered him to go to St. Vincent's In- 
stitution, St. Louis County, and ascer- 
tain whether Traunmiller was insane 
and a patient there at the’ time the di- 
vorce Was granted. 

If this is found to have been the case, 
it is expected that Judge Woodside will 
annul the divorce, on the ground that he 
was not informed of the true conditions 
of affairs at the time he granted the 
decree. 

Traunmiller, who formerly was mana- 
ger of the Exceisior Brewery, was in 
St. Vincent's Asylum at the time. Judge 
Woodside first learned this from the 
publication in the Post-Dispatch of a 
news item concerning the divorce de- 


cree,

Labor Officials Begin Action 
Against Thirteen Beer- 
Making Concerns. 








ARBITRATION IS SOUGHT 





Workers Name Committee to 
Meet With Employers and 
State Board. 





Alleging violation of contract wit& 
the Beer Drivers’ and Stablemen’s 
Union on the part of 11 St. Louis and 
two East St. Louis breweries, suit was 
filed in the Circuit Court Wednesday 
afternoon by William Rapp, John Nie- 
naber and Louis Ebel, trustees of the 
union, for $1,100,000 damages. 

The plaintiffs set forth that on April 
2, 1907, a contract was entered into be- 
tween the union which they represent 
and the defendant breweries, effective 
until April 1, 1910, which provided that 
the breweries were to employ only union 
labor; that all disagreements were to be 
submitted to arbitration, and fixing a 
wage scaie and the hours of labor. 


Allege Breach of Contract. 


It is alleged that on March 13, 1908, at 
noon, in violation of: this contract, the 
breweries discharged all of the members 
of the union, to the number of 525. The 
damages requested are understood to be 
based on the probable earnings of the 
discharged men during the life of the 
contract. 

Representatives of the striking brew- 
ery employes formed a board Wednes- 
day to confer with the brewers, in view 
of the meeting of the State Board of Ar- 
bitration , Wednesday afternoon at the 
Laclede Hotel. 

The committee of the strikers con- 
sists of Joseph Fessner, from the bot- 
tlers; Julius Schwehr, freight handlers 
icehouse men; William Frech, 
drivers; Julius Hahn, brewers and 
maisters, and Nick Graves, firemen. 


Secretary Not Hopeful. 


August Proebstle, secretary of the in- 
ternational! union, who is conducting the 
strike, expressed no hope that an under- 
standing would be reached. 

“One of the brewers told me that he 
weuldn’t arbitrate this strike if I begged 
him on my knees to do so,”’ said Proeb- 
stle. 

“The brewers wanted this strike, 
they did not bring it about.’”’ 

Pickets patrolled the neighborhood of 
the South St. Léuis breweries Wednes- 
day, trying to dissuade the men who 
stood in line to apply for the places 
left vacant by the strikers. 

At the Anheuser-Busch brewery the 
pickets had little success in their ef- 
fort to turn the job-seekers back. Two 
hundred were put to work at the open- 
ing of the day, and as many more 
remained in line, not heeding the argu- 
ments of the strikers. There was no 
complaint of any attempt at violence. 

Henry Menzenwerth, general manager, 
attended to employing the men. He 
and “Gussie’’ Busch were up all night. 

The big brewing house of the Anheuser- 
Busch plant was closed Wednesday, but 
Mr. Menzenwerth stated that he wouid 
have a complete new force of men in 48 
hours. Railroad clerks who have iost 
their positions recently are being em- 
ployed in large numbers as bottlers, 
while idle railroad switchmen and yard- 
men are being hired to take the place 
of the strikers in the railroad depart- 
ment of the plant. 

Mr. Menzenwerth said that with a few 
days’ training his new force of men 
would be just as competent as the strik- 
ers. The men who were employed as 
drivers presented cards signed by Au- 
gust Priesterbach. 


Strike in Sympath y. 


About 3000 brewery workers, who are 
supporting the anti-Priesterbach faction 
in the Brewery Drivers’ Union, are 
striking in sympathy with them. Inter- 
nal troubles developed in the drivers’ 
union some time ago, which resulted in 
the secession of a large part of the 
members. 

Priesterbach, who has been secretary 
of the drivers’ union, insists upon his 
right to carry out the three-years’ con- 
tract with the breweries. Members 6f 
the other faction say that he has been 
expelled as a member and is acting 
without authority.

Board Plans Franchise for Low 
Bidder .and Cheaper 
Iumination. 





Cheaper gas and electric light for 
homes and business use is promised 
by the decision of the Board of Public 
Improvements to give commercial] light- 
ing franchises to the companies winning 
the new city lighting contracts. 

The Board’s decision was announced 
Wednesday by Harbor Commissioner 
Whyte, who said it was ‘a concession 
to the press.’’ The Post-Dispatch has 
been publishing news articles and edi- 
torials recently about the cost of elec- 
tric lighting, and the methods of the 
gas business as conducted here. 

The new contracts, for lighting the 
downtown district with electricity and 
the residence séction with gas, as at 
present, will become ,effective Sept. B 
1910. 

Ordinance to Fix Rates. 

The Board will send to the Municipal 
Assembly in April an ordinance pro- 
viding for the letting of the new con- 
tract to the highest bidder. It will pro- 
vide that the companies getting the con- 
tracts shail acquire with them. fran- 
chises for commercial lighting, at a scale 
of rates to be fixed in the ordinance. 

The rates to be named in the ordinance 
will be made cheaper than the present 
rates for both gas and electricity. There 
will be a fixed rate for residence light- 
ing and sliding scales for commercia] 
lighting. 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., holding the present city lighting 
contract, which now has a monopoly of 
the city’s commercial lighting, is under- 
stood to have objected strongly to the 
franchise feature of the proposed ordi- 
nance. : 

it is said to have threatened that if 
another company got the city contract, 
it would raise its rate to private con- 
summers. 

To this members of the Board reply 
that if it raised rates, it would be made 
to lower them by the competitor getting 
the contract.

Police Seek Youth, Believed to 
Be Medical Student, Who 
Performed Operation. 





A mysterious young white man, who 
said that he was a medical student 
and the son of a wealthy Southern fam- 
ily, fled Wednesday from the rooming 
house of Mrs. Margaret Storts at 1107 
Clark avenue after the death there of 
Alma Vickers, a mulatto girl, whose 
roem he had not left since he took her 
there eight days ago. 

"Tf I hear that the police are after 
me I will jump off the Eads Bridge,”’ 
he gaid to Mrs. Sarah Davis. “This 
thing must not come out. It would ruin 
me and my family. It is no use to 
search for me. I will not live to be ar- 
rested.” 

Mrs. Davis, after waiting three hours, 
told the police of the girl's death. An 
order for the arrest of the young man 
was telephoned to all police stations. 

White Woman With Him. 

The man, accompanied by = the 
mulatto girl and a white woman who 
said that her name was Annie Fowler, 
went to the Storts house last Tues- 
day and engaged a_ third-floor front 
room. He told Mrs. Storts that the girl 
was ill and that he and Mrs. Fowler 
would remain with her, he as her phy- 
siclan and Mrs. Fowler as her nurse. 

The following day he employed Mrs. 
Davis, a roomer, to assist in nursing 


_ the girl. 


Mrs. Davis in her statement to the 
police said that Mrs. Fowler remained 
in the room with the student and the 
girl and that they were constantly 
treating the girl with medicines. 

Saturday night, she says, the young 
man performed an operation. She and 
Mrs. Fowler were present. Monday 
Mrs. Fowler went away. 

Teld Her Girl Was Dead. 

At 7 a. m. Wednesday the young man 

opened the room door and called Mrs. 


“The girl is dead,”’ he said. “I alone 
am responsible for her death and what 
led up to it. You will never see me 
again.” 

After making that threat to kill him 
self he hurried away.

JUDGE WANTS 
ORCHARDS LIFE 
10 BE SPARED 


Says He Believes Man He Sen- 
tenced to Death Told 
Truth. 








BOISE, Idaho, March 18.—Harry Orch- 
ard, self-confessed murderer of former 
Gov. Frank Steunenberg and 19 other 
men, was today sentenced to death by 
Judge Fremont Wood in the District 
Court. 

Judge Wood gave his sentence in writ- 
ten form, in which he recommended that 
the State Board of Pardens commute 
the sentencé to life imprisonment, giving 
as a reason that Orchard told the truth 
in the trials of Haywood and Pettibone. 

When sentence was passed by the 
Court Orchard was taken back to the 
County Jail under heavy guard. He was 
unaffected by the Court’s action. 

Judge Wood said in substance that the 
fact that the men implicated in Orch- 
ard’s confession were acquitted did not 
prove their innocence, but simply indi- 
cated that the juries thought their guilt 
had not been clearly shown by corrobo- 
rative evidence.

Will Hold Commanding Officers 
Responsible for Gambling on 


Races in Their Districts. 

Police captains have been notified by 
Chief Creecy that they will be held per- 
sonally responsible to him for the oper- 
ation of handbook games in their dis- 
tricts. 

Peter Wells, head of the gambling 
squad, has been ordered to get evidence 
on which arrests in handbook cases can 
be made. 

Judge Williams has declared that tes- 
timony of eye-witnesses to the actual 
running of the race is necessary to con- 
vict handbook men.

BREWERY UNION OFFICERS — 
GIVE REASONS FO 


R STRIKE

Relate History of Troubles, Financial and Other 
Sorts, Between Secretary August Priesters- 
bach and Those Who Opposed Him. 





in a statement given out by officers of 
the Interriational Union last night the 
following reasons for calling the brew- 
ery strike was given: 

“For 16 years August Priestersbach 
has been secretary and business agent 
of Local 43. Local 43 had in its treasury 
about $20,000 on Oct. 23, 19%. Priesters- 
bach conceived the idea of investing 
this money in Liederkranz Hall at Thir- 
teenth and Chouteau avenue. He per- 
suaded a majority of the members of 
Local 43 that it was worth $37,500, and 
finally succeeded in getting himself au- 
thorized by the union to buy the proper- 
ty for the sum of $37,500, the title of 
which was vested in the Brewery Work- 
ers’ Association of Missouri. This be- 
came known to the members of Local 43 
in July, 1907, after a committee had 
been appointed to make an accounting, 
which Priestersbach had failed to give. 

“In May, 1907, a majority of the mem- 
bers of Local 43, while Priestersbach was 
in Europe, preferred charges against 
him, which were referred to the inter- 
national officers, who advised no action 
until after the return of Mr. Priesters- 
bach. The Joint Local Executive Board 
appointed a committee to try Priesters- 
bach, who was found guilty of the 
charges and expelled. Priestersbach in- 
sisted that the Joint Local Executive 
Board had no power to try him. The 
entire International Executive Board of 
15 members came to St. Louis for the 
purpose of settling all matters in con- 
troversy. The International Executive 
Board, in session during October, heard 
the evidence on the charges against 
Priestersbach and also the appeals of 
20 members who had been previously ex- 
pelled by Priestersbach. They decided 
that Priestersbach should remain in of- 
fice until the annual election, the second 
Monday in December, and also decided 
that the members expelled should be re- 
instated. Priestersbach refused to recog- 
nize the treasurer of the organization, 
William Frech. 

“The majority ofthe members insti- 
tuted a suit for a_ receiver to take 


charge of the property in July, 1907. 
One of the complaints was that Priest- 
ersbach was using the hall in violafion 
of the purposes for which it was 
bought. The receivership suit is pend- 
ing in the Circuit Court; other in the 
Supreme Court. The majority of mem- 
bers sought an injunction against 
Priestersbach to prevent him from 
keeping the majority of the members 
out of the hall on the night of the 
annual election. At the request of the 
Joint Local Executive Board, the inter- 
national officers instructed Joseph 
Proebstle and J. A. Obergfell, members 
of the International Executive Board, 
to be present. 

“Priestersbach applied for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the international offi- 
cers from performing this duty, and 
both injunctions were denied by Judge 
Taylor. On the evening of the election, 
Priestersbach prevented any of the 200 
members expelled from entering the 
meeting place. 

“The strike breakers employed kept 
out not only 200 members who had been 
unlawfully expelled, but about 300 mem- 
bers of Local 43. These members, after 
being refused admission to the hall, met 
at Concordia Club Hall, at which place 
temporary officers were elected. 

“Priestersbach was notified to be 
present at Druids’ Hall, but failed to 
come. After the election the majority 
faction brought an injunction to enjoin 
Priestersbach from refusing to permit 
the majority faction golng upon the 
premises and from causing the dis- 
charge of any of the members of Local 
No. 48. The injunction suit was decid- 
ed against the majority faction of Local 
No. 43, but a motion for a new trial 
is pending. Judge Taylor did not de- 
cide that the title to office was an issue. 

“On March 7, 1908, Priestersbach 
sought to enjoin the international offi- 
cers from recognizing the majority fac- 
tion of Local No. 48. Judge Thompson, 
in a final decision, held the exact re- 
verse of Judge Taylor’s decision. 

“The international officers came to 
St. Louis, but before they arrived the 
brewery bosses had locked out 545 men 
because they refused to furnish cards 
signed by Priestersbach, who was ex- 
pelled as a member of Local No. 48 on 
March 2, 1908, on charges preferred 
against him. After the breweries had 
broken their contract with Local No. 


‘483 a committee of the local union and 


the international officers offered to ar- 
bitrate all differences. Upon the re- 
fusal of the brewery bosses to arbi- 
trate the brewery workmen in the City 
of St. Louis quit, refusing to work 
with nonunion men.” -

PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, March 18, 
~The embarkation of the Haytien revo- 
lutionary refugees aboard the French 
cruiser d’Estrees already has begun 
from the consulates at Gonaives. 

The French, German and British dip- 
lomatic representatives are looking 
after their departure and guarding 
against any. demonstration, either by 
the Government or the mob, against 
the fugitives. Arrangements also are 
being made to take the revolutionists 
sheltered at St. Marc and Port de Paix 
to Gonaives for embarkation. 

Troops Guard Streets. 
President Nord Alexis is plainly do- 
ing his best to prevent any outbreak of 
violence against the men the powers are 
deporting. Strong forces of troops 
guard the streets of Port au Prince, 
Gonaives, St. Marc and Port de Paix, 
and no public gatherings are permitted, 
The executive has made it clear, how- 
ever, that he considers himself as hav- 
ing granted concessions to the foreign 
governments upon which they could not 
justly have insisted. 

There is no doubt that an effort will 
be made to get American assistance in 
concluding treaties to prevent the con- 
sulates from serving as havens of ref- 
uge in the event of another anti-gov- 
ernmental uprising. ; 

The President is investigating a 
complaint from Secretary Hertzberg 
of the German Legation here, that the 
jatter ndrrowly escaped being mobbed 
on his way from the Legation to the 
wharf to consult with the commander 
of the British cruiser Indefatigable on 
the ship's arrival Monday night.

Edward Burns, 50 years old, of Schen- 
ectady, N. Y., died Wednesday morn- 
ing on the sidewalk in front of the 
Salvation Army Hoel, East 8t. Louis, 
a few minutes after he had been ejected 
by the clerk, John Nelson Skov. As 
the man lay dying on the granitoid 
his hat was thrown down upon him 
from an upper window. 

Skov is a prisoner. Policemen are try- 


‘ing to learn whether the man’s violent 
fall, which broke his neck, was caused 
by a push, or whether, as Skov asserts, 
Burns was put out without violence and 
lost his balance while standing in front 
of the door. 

The Salvation Army Hotel is at 428 
East Broudway, and is in charge of 
Capt. and Mrs. Frank Turner, the 
heads of the East St. Louis corps of the 
army. Skov, a member of the army, 
has been clerk since last October. 

Beds are 15 cents a night, and lodgers 
are not permitted to return after break- 
fast without paying again. 


Given Reduced Rate. 


Purns, according to Skov’s story, en- 
tered the hotel Tuesday night and of- 
fered 10 cents for a night’s lodging. As 
he had no more, he was given a bed 
at that price. 

He was one of the earliest. risers 
Wednesdsy, leaving the house about 6 
oclock. At atcut 7, while the clerk was 
out it Lreakiast, he went back to his 
tToom and lay down on the bed. | 

When Skov returned and found him 
‘back in the room, he told him he was 
breax'ing the rules and must get out. 
The man cbjected, and Skov jerked him 
from thé bed:‘and led him toward the 
siairway. 

Skov does not deny that he rushed 
Burns down the stairway. He says that 
when they got to the bottom, he opened 
the door, set Burns firmly outside and 
‘shut the door. 

As he closed the door, he says, he saw 
Burns turn and look at him through the 
giass sash. Then, he says, Burns threw 
up his hands and fell over backward. 


Policeman Thinks Push Killed. 
_ Policeman Trafton, who was near at 
-the time, says he saw the man ejected 
‘and heard the door slam behind him, 
and that he fell immediately, as if by 
‘the force of propulsien from behind. 
' Trafton says that, a minute later, he 
saw an upper window raised and a hat 
thrown out on the prostrate man. 

He went to the man's side and called a 
physician, but Burns was dead before 
the physician came. The body was sent 
to a morgue. 

Capt. Mary Turnef, wife of the com- 
mander, was in the hotel at the time of 
the trouble, and says she heard the 
struggle on the stairs and saw the man 
fall outside the door. She refused to 
give more details. 

Burns’ address and the names of his 
relatives were learned from Charles 
Lile, an employe of a St. Louis refriger- 
ating company, whose card was in 
Burns’ pocket.

Lile, when called up, said he had met 
and helped Burns in 8t. Louis. a few 
days ago, and that Burns told him he 
belonged to the Electric Wirers’ Union 
and lived in Schenectady, where he had 
a sister, Martha Burns, and two broth- 

rs. He sald he had lately come from 
“Chicago, and that he had been out of 
work recently. , 

A telegram was sent to the sister in 
Schenectady, and the body will be held 
for a time in the hope of hearing from 
her. ? :

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POLITICIANS AND NEWSPAPERS. 

What a few subservient men sitting in a county 
convention may say about a newspaper is not 
important. They may indorse it without adding 
to its resources and they may condemn it with- 
cut diminishing in the least its influence. 

This is true because the newspaper speaks for 
itself, and, as it addresses people of intelligence, 
their judgment anticipates every ebullition of a 
small coterie acting under orders and outweighs 
undeserved prajse as emphatically as it does un- 
just criticism. Public opinion cannot be changed 
by the falsehoods either of friends or of foes. 

Newspapers, like men, stand for something or 
for nothing. If they stand for something an 
aiert public is not slow in discovering the fact. 
Be it good or bad, true or false, unselfish or selfish, 
brave or cowardly, it must soon become apparent 
tu all whose opinion is of value. 

In particular is this true of newspapers which 
stand for the right.. They are bold and un- 
compromising. They do not equivocate. They 
have no special interests to serve. What is true 
one day in one place is true every day in all 
places. They do not seek to delude the people. 
They inform them and advise them honestly. They 
are neither enticed, nor pulled, nor bullied. 

It is to be regretted that there are not more 
such newspapers. It too often happens that a 
newspaper is in some sense a mystery so far as 
iis reasons for existence and iis motives are 
concerned. As to many such prints one is moved 
te ask: What ownership? What influence? What 
secret aim? What back door pull? What ring?) 
What trickery? What service? The real news- 
paper is known by what it says and does. It 
has no secrets. It serves public, not private, 
ends. Its aims are truth ard reason. It cannot 
be bought and it cannot be intimidated. 

When a few satellites of Sam B. Cook in the

This is done while holding on to the 
bathtub or some heavy piece of furni- 
ture that will not move.

UP KINGDOM FOR 
AMERICAN GIRL 


Abruzzi Wili Lose Right to 
Throne If He Weds 
Miss Elkins. 








WASHINGTON, March 18.—All_ the 
world is eagerly awaiting the announce- 
ment of an engagement which will mean 
the renunciation of all rights to a 
throne. For then the world will know 
that the hand of an American girl is 
more to be desired than a kingdom. 
Despite evasive denials, friends of the 
Elkins family expect the formal an- 
nouncement of Miss Katherine Elkins’ 
engagement to the Duke of the Abruzzi. 

With it they expect his formal re- 
nunciation of claim to the Italian 
throne, for it is not believed that Sen- 
ator Elkins would permit a morganatic 
marriage. 

The Duke is the first cousin of the 
King of Italy and a long way from the 
throne, but nevertheless he would have 
to renounce all claims, however remote. 
before he could contract a legal mar- 
riage in the eyes of Italian court law. 

Postmaater-General’s Dinner. 

Pastmaster-General and Mrs. George 
Von L. Meyer will give a dinner Satur- 
day night. They are among the warm. 
est of the Duke’s Washington friends, 
certainly the oldest, for the acquaint- 
ance dates from their residence in Italy, 
when Mr. Meyer was American Ambass- 
ador there. 

The wise ones are guessing that will 
be the occasion chosen for the formal 
announcement. Certainly it will not 
be delayed later. 

The acquaintance which is likely to 
result in the most brilliant match ever 
achieved by an American girl began 
last spring at a ball given by Mr. and 
Mrs. Larz Anderson. 

Col. Bromwell, chief aide to the Prest- 
dent, introduced the pair. It was one 
of a series of entertainments given in 
the Duke’s honor while he was visit- 
ing America at the head of the Italian 
fleet. At all subsequent affairs in his 
honor Miss Elkins was a conspicuously 
favored guest. 

Ramors Bring Denials. 

Last summer she and her mother were 
in Italy and the Duke’s attentions were 
so marked as to start rumors which 
have never been silenced in spite of 
repeated and emphatic denials. 

Miss Elkins’ Washington friends have 
always felt that it was merely a ques- 
tion of time when the engagement would 
be announced, and they all feel sure 
that that time has now about arrived. 
They point out with pride that it is 
not merely rank that Katherine Elkins 
is marrying, but brains and achieve- 
ment that would have won distinction 
in whatever position the man had been 
born to. 

They do not believe that settlements 
will figure to any extent in the prelim- 
inaries. They feel sure that even the 
consent of the King and Parliament will 
not prove a stumbling block; that ev- 
erything was arranged before the Duke 
left Italy last month and that it is 
merely the courtesy that demands that 
the King should have first news that 
keeps the public announcement for the 
present in abeyance,
